SPEECH OF SENATOR WILSON AT SARATOGA.

BARATOGA, July 25.—At the close of the tem-
perance meeting st Leland’s Opera House, last
evening, the Hom. Henry Wilson was sere-
naded by Hall's Band, It had been announced

that he wonld speak from the baloony of the
Union Hotel, fo the hotel grounds, on national

affuirs, and a very large assemblage of ladies
and gentlemen had congragated. After re-
peated calls Mr. Wilson appeared on the bal-
cony, and was introduced by Judge Sackett, of
Baratogs. When theapplause had subsided he

Laoies and Gontlemen:—I am told that It is
expected Lbat 1 should speak to you on public
aflaire, Well, it is rather late in the n h:'h‘
think, to make a speech on the affiirs of the
natjon, but as I am asked to 84y & word or two

/1 will siate my sentiments and opinlons in
' zegard to the present aspect of the pablie
i angun.- of the couniry. 1 may say to you, to
begin with, that I am accustomed to take hope-
sul views ol public alfairs. During the dark
hours of the war—Ihe darkest hours of the war
—]1 had faith in the country and faith in God
and our demoecrsatic mstitutions, and I never
doutted the jesult. Bince the close of the war
we have had (rinls quite as severe, and I never
had aoy doubt of the result. The result s to be
& united and free pation, The sublime
faith ol the fathers is w be the living
faith of the chiudren. (Applause.) We are
to have @& united country, ocompre-
hending more than s now within the bounds of
the country., We have carried the flag up to the
North Pole on one side of the continent, and
:r.nu{l)em will not pass away before it will also
go there on the other side, 1 do not think It
worth while to burry this. 1t is our manilest
destiny—it is ) the Mture—we cannot help it il
we would, But the country, whether compre-
hending more or less than the territory of North
Awmerics, Is hencetorth and forever to be a free
country, where every man js the peer of every
other man. Applaoke,) We huve passed
through & bloody stingele, 1 am among those
who believe that it was inevitable—ihat it was
one of the great wars of the human ismily, It
was a strogele on thas continent between the
democratic idews of the Declarition of lndepen-
dence and the system of homan bondare; and in
such & contest there could be no doubtof the
resnlt. 1L was one ol God's wars, and tor mysell
I accept itas sueh; and | aceeptits results. When
we ad war I  belheved In  prosecu-
ting 1t vigorously. Now we have peace,
I want (o prosecute peace vigorously.
We wbo stood Dby our oonuu'{, and
tue cruse of hiberty, justice,and huamanity, have
trivmphed, We bave triumpbed at & tearful
oost, We are proud and sirong; we have lifted
the country towards the heavens; we are u
greater people than ever before. We have de-
gtroyed human bondasge: we have subjogated
and eonquered a brave and heroic portion ol the
ocountry, and now the great work is done, Iam
for welconnng them back with warm and gene-
Tous greetings, wusting that the sanses of all our
troubles have pa sed away ftcrever, and that
hereatter in the future we shall be friends and
brothers a2 we were in the morning of the Re-
public. (Cheers,) 1t bas recently been my for-
tune 10 travel tor four or tive weeks through the
Rebel States, and as they invited me to speak to
them, I said just wbat I thought, I beld them
responsibie ‘bufore mun and God for every
drop of blood shed in th's country, for
eveiy life lost, for every dollur ex-
pended. I spoke to thea plainer than I
eyer epoke even to the people nl Massachusetis ;
but I tried to do it in & spirit o/ kiodness that |
yeally telt, I mtied thelr misfortunes. They
were more severely conquered than 1 deeamed
of, I lell you here to-taght tnat the people ol
that section of the country put into the conlest
all they had of blood and of trea<ure, and they
were defented, ntterly annmhilated, their power
gone. No man who loves his country and his
fellow-men, and who repards those States as
art of the country, and the people as part of
gin counirymen, can witness the condition of
that section without having his benrt softened
- and surred witbin lnm, For myself, while I
spoke to them in plain words, I desired to spesk

We shall see these things, and I
gay to you to-night, gentlemen, not merely as a
pariisan, but &8 an American citizen, loving m
country and my whole country, that nlaanougi
to make the heart throb with gratitude to
Almighty God for what we have wituessed
during the last seven years ot progress, (Cheers. )
The triends ol the country have been misrepre-
sented throughout this conteat, We were told
1hat we could not con jner these twelve millions
of people. Well, we did it. We were told we
had no coustitutional right or power te do it.
We execcised the powers of the Consti:
tution to save the COCon:titution aad toe
country, and we bave done It. Now they
tell us we bave no constitutional power to pass
the laws for reconsiruction; but we find the
wers and we have passed the laws, and the
aws will do the work. The President of the
United States may do what he pleases; the place
thut knows him will not know him a greatl
while, (Laughter and applause.) The fourth
ol March, 1869, at any rate, will come some
time, (A volee: “What aboul impeachment ')
He may stay in till that time, and he may not,
(Cheers.) It will depend a great deal on his
futore conduct, If he undertakes to violate the
laws of the country, and srrvest the conduct of
the Government, he willi have but a short time
to stuy where he is. (Applause.) But I tell
ou, gentlemen, he may do just what he pleases,
e cannot prevent an{thinx. (*Good.") Uur
fricuds in the Bouth, who believe In reconstruc-
tlon, in & united country, and wn freedom,
three-fourths of & million of ihem will bring
those States back in spite of anything Andrew
Johnskon  or ansbodg else  cin  do.
I lowk wupon Mr, ohnson just as 1
look upon Bull Run. (Laughter.) Bull Bun
duripg the war brought a sense of shame to the
cheek of the country, but after all it was u
great lesson to the country. Andrew Johnson
seems fo bea sort of pe ng brousht into exist-
ence for a purpose. He stands right there, and
every time he undertakes to do snything against
the cause of hiberty and fustice, the country
rallies, and goes furtber thau it ever would have
gone betore, (Laughter sod applause.) He
got the opinion of the Attorney-Ueperal the
other day, and allover the Soulh the Bebels
reared their heads, and began to hope again;
but 1o & day or twe went the news on the breezes
that Congress wonld ascemble, and the Rebels
clored their lipe. Copgress assembled and
made sn additiopal and stronger measure
than ever before. He may undertake to set
it mside if he plenses, or do what he
plenses; our friends in the South will take
care of the cunuse of the country. And let me
tell you that Grant i8 for nearo suffrage not
only‘n the South, but in the North, (Cheers,)
80 is Thomas—ibnt prest General whom his
soldicrs nicknamed ‘Old Reliavle:” so is Phul,
Sheridan, aud nearly every General of the coun-
try who has made n page of the history of this
war. 1 find a very large share of the meu who
have opposed us individoally say it is right, but
they euy they have got & great rejudice vote
bebind thew, and they muost paunder to that. |
think It becomes statesmen to spéak the truth—
to come out jn advance of the people and maln-
taln what is right—and the people will follow
them. There is no portion of our cousntrymen so
iznorast or prejudiced who will not do the right
when they see it clearly, Such Is the preseut
condition of the country, Ithink it i & hope-
ful one, and it wall. be beiter next yoar than It
s pow. The men who emancipsted four mil.
lions of elaves, and have established lberty and
justice in the land, are to bave the conn
pext year. Whether Grant wili be the candi-
date of those men or not, aud 1 thiuk he 15 very
likely to be, that eandidate will be elected.
There are to-dey three millions of those voters
in the country who would vote for Grant, or

A SINGULAR SUICIDE,

Whe Story of the Japanese Student whe
Hunyg Himself at Monson, Mass,

From the Springfleld Republican, July M,

Ashiwars, one of the six Japanese youths who
have been perusing their studies at Monson for
several mouths, committed smicide by hanging
on Sunday eveniow. He was Inst seen alive
about hali-past & o'clock P. M. on that day, not
far from the place where his body waa found,
and probably committed the act of seli-murder
soon after, Hig abscpce from hls boarding
bouse all Sunday night roused suspicion and
alarm for hix safety, and on Monday search was
commenced by a number of the citizeus, and
about So'clock In the evening, twenty-four hours
after his disnppearance, his body was found
suspended from the limb of a tree, iu a retired
spot sbeut 4 mile east of the village, snd a hittle
distance from the highway., Beside him on the
ground lay his hat, coat, and umbrella, and
around his neck was tlginly knotted a strip of
cotton ¢loth which he had taken with bim from
his houvse, showing that the act was ope of mature
apd deliberaie premeditation, His watoh waa
found goiog, and his money safe, and &il the
coptents ol his pockels undisturbed. His last
walk on Sundsy eveniug last was taken alone,
ap unuspal clrcumeignce for the Japanese, as
they generally go ont in groups of three or foar,
or quite often the eutire six take their «trolls
together, Ashiwara alto was gone from home
for a long time on Saturday, on a similar soli-
tary excursion, and doubtless then medilated
the uet of sulcide, His body was immedwtely
removed and the remaiug prepared in the Chris-
tian order for burinl, his countrvmen assisting
in the sad offices, A funeral service will be
held at Monson in & day or twoj but the final
disposition of the remains i8 not yat determined.
The cause of the act was uudoubtedly extreme
depression of sepirits, resulting privcipally
from & chronic disease which had for many
months afilicted him, and lrom which there was
little or no hope of relief, The dejection and
nielancholy may have weighed upou the unfor-
tunute man so heavily as to produce during the
lnst days of his lie positive insanity, though
from his mild and retiriug disposition it would
not have been of very decided manifestation.
Ashiwarl was about thirty years old, und laft a
wife at his bome in Yokobhama, whence he came

by way of Sun Francisco, arriving at Monson in

November, He was sent directly to the cars of
Rev, Chaerles Hammonud, principal of the Mon-
ton Acudemy, by Rev. Mr, Brown, the American
Missionary, while his comrades came from
Naeasski, by way of London, ultimately to
Monron, tut under different tronage. The
deceased Japsnese |8 spoken of by his instruc-
tors and scquaintances at Monson as
s man of truoe and vunusual nobllit

of character, and industrions au

faithful to his duties, He was sensitive
to the last degree on sll points of honor or per-
sonal reputution, and during his etay in this
country had won the esteem and sincere regard
of all whom he had come ia contact During
the first few months of his residence at Monson

he was often oppressed with homesickness and
earnest longing tor hie nalive land, but had
lately sermed 1o overcome in a great degree
these feelings, and appeared quite contented.
Hev. Mr. Brown arrived at New York ona re-
turn visit to this country ouly a day or two
gince, and has been summoned to Monson by a
{elegruphic despatch for consultation as to the
disposal of the body ol Ashiwara, This death
among us of the stranger student from the other
side ol the globe, thonsands of miles away, ia &
most sad event, and doubly painful from its pe-
culiar and impressive cireumstanoes,

MURDER AT CORNWALL, N. Y.

A Missing Woman Found Hruatally
Murdered—No Clue to the Perpe-
irators.

A nmrder of an apparently meost atroclons
nature was perpetrated within the past three or
jour days in the usually quiet ltile village ot
Corawsall, near Newburg, on the Hudson. A
woman who went by the name of Mary Blake,
who has reglded in the willage lor about seven
or eight months, was missed on Tuesday morn-
ing last, and no canse could be asslgned for her
disappearance, Ihligent Inquiry was inali-
tuted, but without obtsiniog the slightest clue
to her wheresbouts, and ageneral search wus
made yesterday morning. Her inanimate body
was found on the margin of a small stream
sbout five bhundred yards jrom her place
of residence. The creck rans paraliel
to the rosdway leading 1o the steam.
boat landing, and her head lay in the water,
Abundant traces of blood were found on the
road, and b 18 Eruumed that her murderer or
murderers attacked ber while passing that way,
Atter being assailed sbhe had been drageed of
the road and down the bavk in the direction of
the ereek, where her corpse was ultimately dis-
covered. A post mortem examlnanon wss
made by Dra. Ely, of Newberg, und Eaton, of
Cornwall, when it was ascertwiued that a bratal
assault had been perpetrated upon the victim,
the weapen used being undoubtedly s bludgeon
or gome blunt Instroment. The skall was frae.
tured by & blow which bad been deliverel
behind  the esr. and & feariul wound
bad also been inflicted on e
face, crushing In the pose and bresking the
bones. Either of the wounds, in the opinions,
of the medical gentiemen present, was safflotent
to have caused denth. Bhe was reputed Lo have
been married to sn old man vamed Murtaragh,
but she has not Hved with him for several years
piast, Bhe leaves two children, little girls, aged
respectively four and elght years, and was her-
solf about thirty-five years ol age at the time of
her death, No probable motive can be assigned
for tr> commission of s wanton and Inhaman
an atroeity; but it 1w hoped that some fuots tend-
ing to reveal the murderer may berlicited at the
investigation which will ve held before Justice
Brewster, The unfortunste woman was in an
advanced state of pregnauncy, which tends to
glve the murder u still more foul nnd diabolieal
aspect.— N, ¥, Herald,
